KEEPING HOGS HBAUTHY. 


th« NMWHlty of Supplying .Plg» WJtli » 


Variety ot Food*. 


Farmers frequently ^nd that their 


kogs appear to loso appetite in tho 
summer, particukirly when kept in 
small pens and fed on corn. The first 
mistake to bo corrected is the prevalent 
Impression, that the pig can be heal- 
thy on concentrated food alone. Cora 
meal, or corn unground, is in too solid 
and compact a form as it reaches the 
stomach, the gastric juico can not 
properly circulate through it, and per- 
form its digestive function. 
The hog 


requires a certain proportion of coarse 
food to be given with the grain, in 
order to maintain it in health. 


Wo once experimented with six pigs 


of thu samo litter, fed three wholly 
upon corn meal wet up in cold water, 
and the other three were fed upon corn 
meal mixed with double its bulk ol 
green cut clover. At ten months old 
they were slaughtered, and those fed 
upon corn meal and clover dressed 
fifty per cent, more than the three fed 
upon corn meal 
alone. 
Those fed 


upon corn meal and clover were always 
healthy, and ate, in addition to the 
clover, as much corn meal as the 
others. An experiment in winter with 
meal alone, and meal and clover hay 
cooked resulted the same; and from 
these and various otlicr trials, wo be- 
ctiine satisfied that much of tho disease 
among ' pigs ia occasioned by f eedirig 
wholly on concentrated food. 


Farmers overlook the necessity for 


variety in the diet of their pigs. 
our domestic animals require » great 
variety of food to supply all the want; 
ol the system. Wo have no doubt bu' 
this confinement to one kind of foot 
for a long time is the frequent cause o: 
disease in pigs. Green clover in sum- 
mer, besidvs giving bulk and lightness 
to tho food, furnishes a larger propor 
tion of muscle-forming matter, am 
phosphate of lime for the bones. Ii 
winter, when green clover can not bt 
had, the nexfc best green food is beets 
carrots, turnips, etc., and when thcst 
arc not to be had, short-cut clover oi 
other hay boiled with meal, answer.' 
the purpose well, and will bo uatoi 
greoJily.

give variety, and this can usually b( 
clone by the farmer without Inuonvoni 
unco. Wo know a man in Wisconsin 
who found it profitable to feed largi 
numbers of pigs and hogs in winter of

cut clover hay, all boiled together 
Upon this diet their thrift was remark 
able, and their health perfect. — Nation 
ul Live-Stock Journal.
